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Honorifics Explained 





Throughout the Tanoshimi Manga books, you will find Japanese honorifics 
left intact in the translations. For those not familiar with how the Japanese 
use honorifics, and, more important, how they differ from English honorifics, 
we present this brief overview. 

Politeness has always been a critical facet of Japanese culture. Ever 
since the feudal era, when Japan was a highly stratified society, use of 
honorifics—which can be defined as polite speech that indicates relationship 
or status—has played an essential role in the Japanese language. When 
addressing someone in Japanese, an honorific usually takes the form of a 
suffix attached to one’s name (example: “Asuna-san"), as a title at the end 
of one’s name, or in place of the name itself (example: “Negi-sensei” or 
simply “Sensei!”). 

Honorifics can be expressions of respect or endearment. In the context 
of manga and anime, honorifics give insight into the nature of the relationship 
between characters. Many translations into English leave out these important 
honorifics, and therefore distort the feel of the original Japanese. Because 
Japanese honorifics contain nuances that English honorifics lack, it is our 
policy at Tanoshimi not to translate them. Here, instead, is a guide to some 
of the honorifics you may encounter in Tanoshimi Manga. 


-San: This is the most common honorific and is equivalent to Mr., 
Miss, Ms., Mrs., etc. It is the all-purpose honorific and can be 
used in any situation where politeness is required. 


-Sama: This is one level higher than “-san.” It is used to confer great 
respect. 


-dono: This comes from the word “tono,” which means “lord.” It is an 
even higher level than “-sama” and confers utmost respect. 


-kun: This suffix is used at the end of boys’ names to express 
familiarity or endearment. It is also sometimes used by men 
among friends, or when addressing someone younger or of a 
lower station.

This is used to express endearment, mostly toward girls. It is 
also used for little boys, pets, and between lovers. It gives a 
sense of childish cuteness. 


This is an informal way to refer to a boy, similar to the English 
terms “kid”. 


This title suggests that the addressee is one’s senior in a group 
or organization. It is most often used in a school setting, where 
underclassmen refer to their upperclassmen as “sempai.” It 
can also be used in the workplace, such as when a newer 
employee addresses an employee who has seniority in the 
company. 


This is the opposite of “-sempai," and is used toward 
underclassmen in school or newcomers in the workplace. It 
connotes that the addressee is of a lower station. 


Literally meaning “one who has come before,” this title is used 
for teachers, doctors, or masters of any profession or art. 


This is usually forgotten on these lists, but is perhaps the most 
significant difference between Japanese and English. The 
lack of honorific means that the speaker has permission to 
address the person in a very intimate way. Usually, only fam- 
ily, Spouses, or very close friends have this kind of license. 
Known as yobisute, it can be gratifying when someone who 
has earned the intimacy starts to call one by one’s name with- 
out an honorific. But when that intimacy hasn't been earned, 
it can also be insulting.

Translation Notes 





Japanese is a tricky language for most Westerners, and translation is often 
more art than science. For your edification and reading pleasure, here are notes 
on some of the places where we could have gone in a different direction in our 
translation of the work, or where a Japanese cultural reference is used. 


PAGE 2, KANSAI-BEN 


The Japanese term for someone who speaks in a dialect 
used in the Kansai region of Japan is Kansai-ben. John 
Brown studied Japanese in Kansai and speaks Kansai 
dialect. Tokyo, on the other hand, is located in the Kanto 
region of Japan. Japanese spoken in Tokyo; however, is 
not known as Kanto dialect, It is simply called hyojungo, 
which literally translates as “standard Japanese.” 





PAGE 2, MIKO 


Miko means a priestess serving as an assistant 

at a shrine. In ancient times the miko served as 

a psychic medium. Today she mainly assists the 
priest in ceremonies and also performs ceremonial 
dances (miko-mai). Many people still believe that 
they regularly perform their ancient psychic duties. 





PAGE 12, HEY, YOU! 


Omae (Hey you) is a rude way of 
calling someone you just met. 
Matsuyama is calling Naru “omae" 
and being disrespectful to him.

PAGE 13, SHORTER CLASS SCHEDULE FOR HIGH SCHOOL SENIORS 





In Japan most seniors in high school have a shorter class schedule by their 

third semester so that they can focus on studying for the university entrance 
exam. In general Japanese universities are hard to enter, and the competition to 
get into Japanese elite universities is extremely difficult. There's even a Japanese 
phrase juken jigoku which literally translates into “entrance exam hell.”

PAGE 16, HOWLING OF A DEFEATED DOG 





Makeinu no touboe means “loser's howl,” and is 
used to describe someone who complains after 
the decision is made. Here, Matsushima is being 
ajerk and doesn't know what he's talking about 
but he’s still trying to argue with Naru so Mai is 
trying to make a point after he left the room... 
but she ended up using the wrong words... 











PAGE 16, NAMU... 


Takigawa is chanting because Mai 
made an embarrassing mistake 
and he has nothing else to say...

PAGE 45, KOKKURI-SAN 


Kokkuri-san is a type of fortune telling. It is sometimes believed that a fortune 
can be told by a fox spirit possessing someone's body. Generally performed 

by three people pressing one 10-yen coin [10 yen = approx.10 cent] on a piece 
of paper with multiple letters written on it and telling the fortune by seeing the 
letters that the coin points to. This is somewhat similar to a Ouija board, but the 
risk that you take by performing kokkuri-san is that someone in the room may 
become possessed by the spirit that is summoned during the session. 


PAGE 53, JAPANESE-STYLE CLOSET 


A Japanese-style closet, oshi-ire, is a built-in 
fixture for a Japanese style room and is about 
the size of one tatami mat (six feet long by three 
feet wide). Oshi-ire has a shelf in the middle that 
divides the closet into top and bottom storage 
spaces. Traditionally oshi-ire is used as a stor- 
age space for a futon when it is not in use. 








PAGE 53, JAPANESE-STYLE ROOM 


A Japanese-style room is called washitsu—the word wa means harmony (or peace) 
and shitsu means “room.” Washitsu consists of tatami flooring as opposed to the 

wood or tile flooring of the rest of the house. The window and door fixtures of washitsu 
are sliding partitions called shoji and fusuma. Shoji is a light sliding screen consisting of 
a framework of wood covered with thin Japanese paper (washi). Shoji are mostly used 
as a partition between a porch-like area (or a garden) and a room. Fusuma are papered 
(or cloth) sliding doors for partitioning rooms. 


PAGE 58, TATAMI MAT 








A tatami is a straw mat about six feet long by three feet wide, with an average of 
2.4 inches in thickness (a slight variation in size may be found in different regions 
of Japan). It is used for flooring Japanese rooms. Thanks to this tradition, the term 
jo (a unit, one mat in size) is still used today in Japan to describe the size of a 
room, even for Western-style rooms without tatami mats. 


PAGE 95, ECHIGOYA 





In the original Japanese, 
they don’t call Osamu 
“old man”—they call him 
Echigoya. Echigoya was the most successful kimono fabric store during the feudal 
Edo period in Japan, and it was established in 1673 by Takatoshi Mitsui. It is the 
forerunner of the modern Mitsukoshi department store. By calling him Echigoya, they 
are saying he seems really old. 





PAGE 99, FUDO MYOO 





Fudo Myoo means immutable one, and he is the 
Buddhist god of fire. Fodo Myoo is the principal 
deity of the Five Angry Lords of Light and is known 
for his flaming sword and his rope. Here Takigawa 
is showing Mai how to perform an exorcism by 
instructing her how to make the symbolic signs 

of Fudo Myoo and chant mantra. 











PAGE 99, KANCHOU 


The literal meaning of Kanchou is to give 

an enema, but sometimes Japanese children 
will kid around and point both index fingers 
and wrap the rest of their fingers to make the 
symbol of kanchou. They follow other kids 
with their hands in this formation as if they 
are about to give an enema to them, and 

the children will try to run away. Here, Mai is 
making the Fudo Myoo symbol but she can’t 
help being reminded of kanchou.

PAGE 103, BUCKWHEAT CHAFF 





Traditional Japanese pillows are 
filled with buckwheat chaff or red 
beans. Here Takigawa is handing 

over a pillow filled with buckwheat 
chaff, which is old-fashioned, but 
because of that it's meant to be a 
cute and funny scene in the story. 





PAGE 105, COVERING CAT 





There are many Japanese sayings that reference 
cats. One of them is neko-kaburi, which literally 
means “covering yourself with cat.” It indicates fake 
modesty, a put-on, or hiding one’s claws. Osamu 
here was ordering Mai around and started to show 
his true character as president of his student council, 
and Takigawa is busting his chops in a friendly way, 
by telling him that Masao had been quiet all this time 
and now he is finally coming out. 


PAGE 108, 
CHURCHES IN JAPAN 





There aren't as many churches 
in Japan as in the U.K. This is 
the first time Mai has ever seen a 
church in person and she's very 
excited about it.

PAGE 146, KANSAI 


Kansai is a region in Japan, which includes, Nara, Osaka, Kyoto, and Kobe. 
The dialect spoken in Kansai is called Kansai-ben (Kansai dialect). 


PAGE 154, Oul-CHAN AND ONII-CHAN 





In the original Japanese, the little boy calls Takigawa 
Oji-chan. Oji-chan means an old man or an uncle and 
onii-chan means an older brother. Onii-chan can also 
be used to call a familiar man who is simply older than 
you. Here, the child is calling Takigawa oji-chan as an 
old man, but he’s correcting her to call him onii-chan 
(an older brother-like man) because he doesn’t want 
to be treated as an old man. [FYI: be careful not to get 
oji-chan mixed up with a similar word, ojii-chan, which 
means grandfather.]
